POLICY IN WISCONSIN 


A funda menta l decision on this 
question, la id down by the Wisconsin 
Commission in the first y ea r of its 
lefula tion of public utilities, wa s 
rendered in the L» Ctossc Ga s a nd 
Electric Compa ny ca se (2 W 
R 
C. 
R. 3, 5). 
“ Duplica tions of *uch pla nts is it 
wa ste of ca pita l, whenev er the ser­ 
v ices ca n be a dequa tely furnished by 
one pla nt only . 
It necessa rily mea ns 
tha t interest a nd ma intena nce must 
be ea rned on a much grea ter, if not 
twice a s firent, a it inv estment a nd 
tha t the a ctua l cost of opera tion is 
likely to he rela tiv ely higher. Com­ 
petition tn this serv ice therefore us­ 
ua lly mea ns a hitter slrujffile a nd low 
ra tes until one of the contesta nts is 
forced out of the field, when the ra tes 
a re ra ised to the old lev el if not nbov e 
it, or to a combina tion or understa nd­ 
ing of some sort between them which 
ulso ultima tely results In higher ra tes 
In thin ca se it often ha ppens tha t the 
mea ns which were thoiifiht to be the 
prev enta tiv e of onerous conditions be­ 
come the v ery a gents through which „ 
such conditions a re imposed. In fa ct- 
a ctiv e a nd continuous competition be­ 
tween public utility 
corpora tions, 
furnishing the sa me serv ice to the 
sa me loca lity seems to lie out of the 
question. 
This ha s been shown by 
ex perience. 
Such competition 
is 
a lso contra ry to the v ery na ture of 
things. 
Two distinct, a nd sepa ia te 
corpora tions a re not likely to rema in 
sepa ia te v ery long a fter it becomes 
clea r tha t the serv ices rendered by 
lioth ca n he more chea ply a nd more 
••ffectiv ely furnished by only one of 
them.” 


INDIANA 


In the ca se Ha wks Electric Com­ 
pa ny v s City of Goshen (September- 
8 . 19 13), the Indinna Commission, 
while sta ting tha t the a pplica tion did 
not come under the sta tute requiring 
certifica te of conv enience a nd necessi­ 
ty , ma de this sta tement in fa v or of 
regula ted monopoly . 
“ Pla intiff contends tha t this sec­ 
tion (Section 9 8 of the Shiv ely Spenc­ 
er Utility Commission Act) is a ppli- 


ca ble to the conditions in th is ca se. 
Tha t the spirit of this a ct is monopol­ 
istic is clea r. 
Tha t a single utility 
furnishing a product or serv ice, in 
the end lea ds to better serv ice a mi 
lower prices, when properly regula t­ 
ed, is no longer questioned by e c o n­ 
omists.”

Protection from Competition 


The Commision ha s defined its posi. 
tion in rega rd to competition between 
public utility com|» unes m two de 
cisions, one dismissing the npptica 
tion of the Schuy lkill Light, Hea l Sr 
Power Compa ny for a pprov a l of a n 
ordina nce gra nting the right to furn­ 
ish serv ice in the borough of Ashla nd

What Public Utility Commissions 


Say About Competition 


POLICY IN WISCONSIN 


A fundamental decision on this 
question, laid down by the Wisconsin 
Commission in the first year of its 
regulation of public utilities, was 
rendered in the Lu Crosse Gas and 
Electric Company case (2 W. R. C. 
R. 3. 5). 
“Duplications of such plants is a 
waste of capital, whenever the ser^- 
vices can be adequately furnished by 
one plant only. 
It necessarily means 
that interest and maintenance must 
he earned on a much greater, if not 
twice as great, an investment and 
that the actual cost of operation is 
likely to he relatively higher, Com­ 
petition in this service therefore us­ 
ually menus a bitter struggle and low 
rates until one of the contestants is 
forced out of the field, when the rates 
are raised to the old level if not above 
it. or to a combination or understand­ 
ing of sonte sort between them which 
also ultimately results in higher rates 
In this case it often happens that the 
means which were thought to be the 
preventative of onerous conditions he- 
come the very agents through which # 
such conditions are imposed. In fact 
active and continuous competition be. 
tween public utility 
corporations, 
furnishing the same service to the 
same locality seems to lie out of the 
question. 
This has been shown by 
experience. 
Such competition is 
also contrary to the very nature of 
things. 
Two distinct and sejmiate 
corporations are not likely to remain 
separate very long after it heroines 
clear that the services rendered by 
both can he more cheaply and more 
effectively furnished by only one of 
them,” 


INDIANA 


In the case Hawks Electric Com* 
pany vs City of Ooshen (September- 
8. 1913), the Indiana Commission, 
while stating that the application did 
not come under the statute requiring 
certificate of convenience and necessi­ 
ty, made this statement in favor of 
regulated monopoly, 
"Plaintiff contends that this sec­ 
tion (Section 98 of the Shively Spenc­ 
er Utility Commission Act) is appli­ 


cable to the conditions in this case. 
Til ait the spirit of this act is monopol­ 
istic is clear, 
That a single utility 
furnishing a product or service, in 
the end leads to better service and 
lower prices, when properly regulat­ 
ed, is no longer questioned by econ­ 
omists." 


PENNSYLVANIA 


Protection from Competition 


The Commision has defined its posi­ 
tion in regard to competition between 
public utility companies iii two de­ 
cisions, one dismissing the applier 
lion of Hie Schuylkill Light, Heat A 
Power Company for approval of an 
ordinance granting the right to furn­ 
ish service in the borough of Ashland 
involving competition with the East­ 
ern Pennsylvania Light. Heat A Pow- 
el Conijiany, and the other dismissing 
the application of the Harmony Elec­ 
tric Company for similar action on an 
ordinance of the borough of Ellwood 
City served by the Pennsylvania Pow­ 
er Company. 
The Commission held 
that the entrance of a competing com­ 
pany into the territory nerved by a 
public service company is of doubt­ 
ful utility. 
In the Ashland ease the 
Commission says: "Long experience 
has shown thut while the tempoiary 
effect of competition between public 
utilities occupying the same territory 
is to secure lower rates, lite final re­ 
sult, is likely to he the absorption of 
one by tile other and then an increase 
of rales to pay the expense of the 
warfare.” 
Iii the Ellwood City case 
the Commission says: "Vested rights 
and interests must be duly COnseived 
and protected. 
The Commission has 
nu warrant to invite or permit limited 
comjietition anywhere unless the area 
and population served, the need of 
the community or the prospects of 
the municipality, as hasid on its 
growth and development, reasonably 
show that the public welfare demands 
it. 
This principle of protection must 
he extended to the public utiltiy to 
the end that the individual citizens, 
who have invested in its plant equip­ 
ment in good faith, may he duly pro­ 
tected iii their interests.”
